into market is to keep them un­ 
der 
refrigeration. 
This 
ran

mechanical or artificial. Verv sat­ 
isfactory 
results have been 
ob­ 
tained through the use of an ice- 
less refrigerator sim ilar to the old 
type milk cooler. The plans and 
specifications for this refrigerator 
can be obtained through the Coun­ 
ty 
Agent's office. This type of 
homemade 
refrigerator 
can 
be 
constructed with very little ex­ 
pense and is an excellent means 
of keeping up the quality of eggs 
on the farm, especially where they 
are 
marketed 
at 
least 
twice 
a 
week. 
W hen 
the 
refrigerator 
is 
placed on a porch or some place 
where there is a good circulation 
of air. the inside temperature is 
reduced to about 20 degree^ «over 
the outside temperature 
Thin shells on eggs are contri­ 
buting greatly to the losses we 
are now having on eggs A lot of 
eggs have shells of such texture 
that they cannot be packed or 
shipped 
without 
breaking. 
This 
condition can usually be correct­ 
ed through a change in the m an­ 
agement program 
Usually when 
green feed begins to dry up, we 
notice that thin shells begin to 
make their appearance. It is sug­

that

at least three percent more a lfa l­ 
fa leaf meal to the rations.
